'T HE year 1673began with a bad 
afpett to Holland. The Englifo 

had *fént an-incendiary toAmfterdam, to 


was broke on the wheel. The Dutch,

Charles, that {uperbe memorial of their 
fuccefs at Chatham.

The fuccefs of this defign depended on 
its fecrecy ; but the French having inti- 
mation of it, when Rayfer arrived with 
his ftrong fquadron of 1$ men of war, 
befides a large train of fly-boats, galliots, 
yachts, and fire-fhips, wiih near 5,000 
failors, betwixt A¢ertinico and Santa Lu- 
tia, he found them every where ‘upon 
their guard, and prepared fora month 
before to give him a hot reception This 
did not deter the Admiral from attempt- 
ing Fort Cu//ac ; sbut, after lofing a great 
many men, and having moft of his oui- 
cers wounded in animating the failors 
by their example, he was obliged to {ail 
homeagain without effecting his purpofe. 
Mean time the French had made 
themfelves miafters of Mefira.. and the 
Spaniards, being appreheniive of lofin 
all Sicily, as their feet could not prote 
all its ports, they had_recourfe to the 
States, whom they had. affifted at the 
moft prefling . extremity, and defired 





that Ruyter thould be dent‘to their af- 
fiftance. As it was.thought unhand- 


fome’ to refule. them, but improper-to 
fend the whole fleet {fo far off, they or- 
der’d only a fquadron of 18 flips of 
war, with tenders and fire-fhips. Rwy- 
ter, thinking it a difparagement to the 
chief Adiniral’s flag to be hoifted for 
fuch a {mall armament, intimated the 
fame to fome of the States Deputies ;

cation of diftempers, and his fends

alfo. not without ftrong prefages that 
this would. be his. laft expedition, and 
accordingly took his final leave of his 
family. ‘Che Admiral’s fquadron fet 
fail on Augu/t 16, and anchored in Me- 
fazzo Road, Dec. 20. . Some days af- 
ter, his-chaplain received two letters, 
written in Latin, in the name of 23 
Hungarian minifters,  fignifying | that 
they had been condemn’d to the gal- 
leys, folely on account of their religion, 
and were then in Nap/es harbour, groan- 
ing under the moft cruel treatment ;*and 
that there were three of their brethren 
among the Sicilian: galleys, under the 
like circumftances. Xuyter directed en- 
quiry to be made after thefe laft, but it 
being fufpected that his intent was to 
obtain their. freedom,: they were _pri- 
vately convey d to Nap/es.

He faw himfelf 
in no capacity to oppofe the French, and 
little could be expetted from the Spani- 
ards, who had but four fhips of war.— 
Before putting to fea, he fent a meflage 
to the Viceroy, to know what anfwer 
he had received from Napies, relatin 
to the Hingarian minifters; he reply’ 
that it was fo favourable, that he made 
no doubt of their being foon releafed. 
But Ruyter, perceiving that their drift 
was only to amufe him with fine pro- 
mifes, having rejected the offer ofa gold 
chain and meda!, and a hundred thou- 
fand florins in fpecie, weighed an- 
chor from Me/azzo, and fteer’d away 
for Leghorn, where he received orders 
from the Pr, of Orange to remain in the 
Sicilian {eas till further inftructions.— 
Upon this Ruyter went and anchored 
betore Naples ; here he was entertained

by land in dilpoflefling the French, Ruy- 
ter was looking out for the enemy to 
ive them battle, imagining their {qua- 
ron to confilt only of 12 {ail. When 
he ‘difcovered them three leagues to the 
north weit of Melazzo bay, bearing 
down towards him, he could not but be 
a little furprited to find them 24 large 
fhips, well mann’d, every one of which 
was a match: for his own fhip. Tho’ 
ie had -but'18 fhips, and thofe very far 
inferior to the reach, both for men and 
artillery, yet he determined to face 
them. The action happened on ‘an. 
8, betwixt the iflands of Stromof and 
»Salina ; about ten.in the morning the 
French {quadron, under M. Du Quefne, 
fell furioufly wpon that of the Dutch, 
and after a brifk cannonading, came to 
boarding, when guns, pikes, {words, 
€£e.. were employ’d on both fides with 
iuch an obftinate valour, that Ruyter faid 
afterwards he never had been io hotly 
engaged before. ‘The-enemy was not 
more {paring imtheir applaufes of Rvy- 
ter. Night coming on, .put an end to 
the fight, when the Frezch had lolt one 
nian-ef-war, and three fire-fhips,which 
were funk, belides feveral hundreds of 


failors.and foldiers, and many officers. -ya rigorous flavery 


Vhe ndmber of flain on the Durch fide 
‘Is notexadtly known, but they jof no 
bdhip, tho’ feveral were difabled. Reyter 
‘was for renewing the fight on the very 
next day, whe ie perceived that the 


roy ; but feeming little affeéted with 
all thefe honours, and the Viceroy 
expeeing his concern at the Admiral’s 
coldnefs, he anfwered that his heart 
Was quite taken off from the pleafure, 
which otherwife their entertainments 
Fcould not have failed to have given him, 
by the thoughts of his fuffering brethren 
the Hungarian minifters, whofe liberty 
was refuted to his preffing intreaties. The 
Viceroy reply’d, that their liberty was 
not in his power, being but a {ubjeét ; 
that the King his mafter, and the Em-

be fent to about it. ‘This anfwer fo 
vifibly increafed Ruyter’s concern, tho’ 
he remained filent, that the Viceroy,

aboard his fhip. They had gone thro’ 
of nine months, and

half naked, emaciated with hunger and 
fevere wlage,and dishigured with wounds 
and fores.

and-extolling their benefactor. Ruyter 
bade.them keep their praifes for God a- 
lone, faying he had done no more than 
his .duy.. But having been informed 
that fome among them were Lutherans, 
and others i he obferved to 
them that they had now felt that their 
enemies the Papi/fs made no difference 
betwixt them, treating all indifcrimi- , 
nately with the fame cruelty.

others... At the fame time the Admiral 
gave orders for fupplying them with 


cloaths, and treating them fuitably to p 


their character, "till they could be re- 
moved to fome place of fafety, the 
Viceroy having fignified that it would 
be dangerous to land them in /a/y, or 
in the Emperor’s dominions. 

After this act of religious generofity, 
Ruyter failed for Palermo, where, being 
joined by the Spaniards, who now made 
up tenfhips, they failed in company for 
Melazzo, and from thence came into 
the Pharo of Meffina. It being the Ad- 
miral’s opinion that this city could not 
be befieged by fea, becaufe this ftreight 
is liable to frequent hurricanes, which 
drive the ‘fhips from their anchors, 
they coalted along by Auguffa, which 
the Spaniards hoped they thould carry, 
by means of fecret correfpondence in 
the place, but their partizans were difco- 
vered, and fome hundreds of them kill’d 
and drove out of the town. This en- 
terprize failing, Ruyter feeing that there 
was no forcing the French out of the 
ifland, but by the defcat of their fleet, 
he refolved to engage it, tho’ fuperior 
to his fquadron. ‘The action was fought 
to the N. E. of Mount Gibe/: Ruyter 
led the van with g fhips, La Corda was 
in the center with 10, and Vice-Adm. 
de Haan with 8 fhips brought up the 
vear. © Ruyter made direttly towards 
the enemy, and with his divifion en- 
gaged that of Al/meros, who led the 


French van; but the Spanifp General, 
inftead of following, kept to leeward, 
and fo far off as not to be within reach 
of the enemy’s fhot, all the while keep- 
ing a very hot fire, without doing any 
execution; fo it fell to Ruyler’s lot, 
with only g men-of-war, and 2 fire- 
fhips, to grapple with a fleet of 40 ftout 
well-manned fhips. Afternear an hour’s 
fighting, our Admiral, who was giving 
orders with his wonted attivity, on the 
quarter-deck, received’ a cannon-fhot, 
which carried off half his left leg, and 
fhatter’d his right juft at the ancle, fo 


** Well, B that he fell backward on the nape of his 


neck, above the height of a fathom, 
which gave him: a wound ‘in the head, 
at firit thought not very dangerous:—— 
The firft captain of “he fhip. took the 
command, and the feamen, ‘being ‘ex- 
afperated, fought with the greater fury. 
Ruyter’s pain and ‘tofs of blood ‘could 
not hinder him from encouraging his 
men, ‘and giving direétions according 
to the reports brought to him,. fo that 
the French van was broke. Admiral 
du Quefne, who commanded their cen- 
ter, and who had bore down upon the 
Spaniurds, returned’ to fuftain his party.

moon-light, but upon fome figns> of 
foul weather, the Dutch tack’d about 
and ftood tor Syracuje, where the brave, 
the humane, the religious Ruyter died 
of his wounds, April 29, about ro. at 
night, aged 69 years and two months. 
His bowels were buried on a -hillock, 
or little ifle, in Syracufe bay... His body 
was embalm’d and put aboard the fleet, 
which fteer’d to Palermo, that city be- 
ing better ftored with rigging, fails, and 
other materials for rehtting difabled 
fhips. The French; havmg now no 
Ruyter to fear, came and attack’d them 
in Palermo Mole, -where they were 
drawn up in a half-moon, and burnt 


the Spamifb flag-fhip, befides three o- -" 


ther fhips, and twogalleys, with three 
Dutch men-of-war. The Dutch Vice 
and Rear Admirals loft their lives ; and 
had not Callenburgh, who commanded 
the fhip where Ruyter’s corple was, _ 

pily 
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pily repulfed the French, not a fingle 
hip of the whole fleet had efcaped.— 
The Dutch loudly complained of the 
Spaniards cowardice, whole galleys did 
little fervice, nor did they fo much as 
fire from the forts: what was {till worfe, 
the flux got among the fleet, and car- 
ried off daily many of their men. — 


They weigh’d from Pa/ermo, and an- 
chor'd off N: Jes, where meeting with 


orders from the States, they fet fail for 
Holland on the 4th of OZover. ‘ 
The entrance into the Texe/ being 
block’d up by theice, fo as to be im- 
paffable, the fleet was obliged to go and 


wiit for a thaw in St ‘Helen’s Road, off 


the J/le of Wight ; and it was ‘Fanuary 
1677 before they could get into their 
own harbours. The Admiral’s body 
was carried from Helvoctfluys to Rotter- 
gem, and from thence to Am/ferdam, 
where it was interr’d’ on the 18th of 
March following, at the public expence, 
and with fuch pompous obfequies as 
{poke the high efteem the States had 
for their Admiral. 

His Catholic majefty, upon the news 
Of Ruyter’s laft engagement, conferred 
on him the title of Dzke, with the ap- 
penage of 2,000 ducats a year, to Be 
raifed on the firft fief in /te/y which 
fhould be annex’d to the crown; but 
Ruyter was dead before the letters reach- 
ed Syracufe. It was the K. of Spain’s 
will that this jtitle. and revenue fhould 
defcend*to Ruyter’s fon, and alfo to his 
children and heirs. Engel de Ruyter 
dying a batchelor, this grateful Prince 
continued thefe honours to the youngeft 
for oF the Adiniral’s daughter, en con- 
dition that he fhould bear his grand-fa- 
ther’s name; and be called Michael Witte 
ae Ruyter, a young gentieman, who pro- 
mifed 
but ‘he perifhed in the great ftorm of 
1683, as the Dutch fleet was returning 
home from Gottenturgh: This is not 
only an “honourablé circumitance in 
Rvyter’s life, but fhews on what account 
he is ftiled Duke, that being a degree 
6f nobility quite foreign in Holand.

ing feafon ; and certain it is, that the 
beit ftock of Bees, without their gover- 
nor, is entirely ruined, im refpeét of 
future ufefulnefs and ferviee: and fup- 
pofing there be but one governor, oF 
queen bee in the whole ftock, when this 
work is attempted, this governor can 
be but with one part, and the other, as 
feparate, is of no account.. And fup- 
pofe there be two or more bees of the 
governing {pecies, there is no certainty 
of dividing them; they may be all ta- 
ken out of the firit hive, or ail left in it; 
and in either cafe (fuppofing the comb 
and the common bets ever fo accurately 
divided) it will inevitably prove great- 
ly detrimental to the ftock. Farther, 
if there are more governors than one in 
the ftock, when this divifion is attempt- 
ed, thefe governors are bred with a 
view to a feparation, which they would 
make of their own accord ; and, if the 
proprietor will wait but a few days, he 
will probably fee a fwarm {pontaneoufly 
feparate from the old ftock ; this {warm 
he may put irito an empty hive, with 
very little difficulty, and a good degree 
of certainty that they will h well. 

There are various ways of faving the 
Bees alive, at the ufual feafon of taking 
their honey ; and fome of thefe pre- 
ferable to the method propofed by Mr 
A. B.——But I do not apprehend any 
confiderable advantage can arife from 
any: If the Bees are all preferved alive, 
they mutt be fupported; and a great 
number of their mouths are not fed 
with a little, for the {pace of eight 
months together. 

When the above difficulties are re- 
moved, it will be time enough farther 
to coniider the affair ; in-the mean 
while, lam, SIR,

His Mayesty’s mof Gracious SPEECH 
to both Houfes of Parliament, on Tuelday, 
November 29, 1743. ; 


My Lords and Genticmen, 


Acquainted you, at the clofe of the lat 
feflion of parliament, that preliminary ar- A 
ticles for a general pacification had been figned 
by my minifter, and thofe of the moft Chrifti- 
an King, and theStates General of the United 
Provinces; to which the Emprefs Queen of 
Hungary, the Kings of Spain and Sardinia, 
and the Other powers engaged in the war, foon 
afterwards acceded, 4 
I loft no time in taking the proper meafures, B 
with my allies, for effectuating a general peace 
by a definitive treaty, in which all parties were 
to concur: and, notwithftanding the difficul- 
ties which muft attend fo extenfive a work, 
wherein the refpective interefts of fo many 
powers were to be finally adjufted by common 
confent, I have ;btem able, by the blefling of 
God, in the,eourfé of thé fummer, to complete 


it; and I have the pledfire to acquaint you, Cc 


that a definitive’ treaty, previoufly concerted 
with ray allies; has been figned by my mini- 
flers, and of Eyance and the States Ge- 
eral ; to which all the other powers concern- 
ed in the war have acceded withont referve. 

It has been my chief endeavour, in putting 
an end to the calamities of war, to make the 
moft effectual provition for fecuring the rights p 
and iaterefts of my own fubjeécts, and to pro- 
cure the beft terms and conditions for my al- 
lies, that the fituation of affairs would admit. 
And I take much fatisfaction in being able to 
tell you, that I have found a general good dif- 
pofition in all the parties engaged in the war, 
to bring this negotiation to a happy conclufion, 
From thefe circumftances we may promife our- 
felves, under God, a long enjoyment of the E 
bleffings of peace, provided we make the right 
ufe and improvement of it, 

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

As great a progrefs has been made towards 
reducing the public expences, as the nature of 
the cafe would allow ; and I only defire you 
to grant me fuch fupplies, as may be requifite 
for the current fervice of the year, for your 
own fecurity, and for making good fuch en- 
gagements as have been already entered into, | 
and laid before you, ‘I'imes of trav quillity are 
the proper feafons for letiening the national 
debt, and ftrengthening ourfelves againft fu- 
ture events; and, as the neceffary means for 
thefe purpofes, I muft recommend to you the 
improvement of the public revenue, and the 
maintaining our naval force in proper ftrength 
and vigour. 

My Lards and Gentlemen, 

It is impoffible for me to fpeak to you on 
this fubject of the happy re eftablithment of the 
public tranquillity, without returning you my 
fincere thanks, for the great and affectionate 
fupport_you have given me, in carrying on this 
juft and neceffary war; it which, not only 
the common caufe of Europe, but our own in- 
dependency and effential interefts were highly 
conetned, At the exttdordinaty burdens which 


it brought upon my good fubjects gave me mucis" 
uneafinefs, fo I could not but with to fee as 
fpeedy an end put to’ them as poffible: What- 
ever the events of war may have been, the bra- 
very of troops has diftinguifhed itfelf on e- 
very occafion, to their lafting honour ; and 
our fignal fucceffes at fea muft ever be remem- 
bred to-the glory of the Britifh fleet, and enti-. 
tle it tothe particular attention and fupport 
ofthis nation, You will ferther confider, that 
thofe brave men, who have ferved well by fea 
or land, and cannot now be employ’d, juftly’ 
deferve to be the objects of your favour and 
protection.

p. 628.) Thus, from this ftation, were 
the enemy’s defigns once morc fruf- 
rated, and this coaft delivered from 
terror, for which we fhall be always 
thankful to the then board of admiralty, 
commanders, &c.

Dear Son, 

H Otwfthitanding all the care yor have ta- 
ken to conceal from me what has pathe@ 

between the court of France and you, fince 
the figning of the preliminaries of peace, I 
am informed of every particular. 


I muft can- 
fois 
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Pretender’s Letser to bis Son at Paris. 


fefs I could not read, without great furprize, 
and’ a deep concern, your letter to. the Duke 
&e Gefores of the 6th inft. Could you, of 


‘any body elfe, imagine you might ftay inFrance 


againft the King’s will? Therefore your drift, 
in refifting‘his mtentions in this refpeét, could 
not be to continue your refidence in his king- 
dom,’ When you talk of reluctance, and of 
being forced,. for the fake of your rights or 
intereft, to aét as.you do, you plainly thew that 
it is not by your own will and fentiments you 
are guided, but by the opinions and perfuafions 
of others, God knows who they are: but 
can they be’ true friends who give you fuch 
eounfels ? 

It is evident, that in refifting on this occa- 
fion his moft chriftian majefty’s intentions, 
fuch’refiftance can tend to nothing elfe, but 
to break with the King through mere humour 
and caprice, and: fo incur his juft indignation. 
Certainly no {Sber,. fenfible man, how much 
foever he may be France’s enemy, if he really 
withes you well, would ever advife you, but 
efpecially in your prefent circumftances, to 
break with a potentate that has made all Eu- 
rope refpeét him. 

If you refle&t ever fo little on what has hap- 
péned within thefe few years, you mutt be fen- 
fible'that your conduét has not been fuch as it 
ought to have been, You know with what 
patience and moderation I have carried mytelf 


towards you; You know the full liberty I , 


gave you, not omitting, however, to write to 
you every poft, thoigh you gave me but too 
plainly te underftand, that it was not from me 
ou would take counfel: Wherefore, of late, 
have been very {paring of it, feeing the little 
iinpreffion my letters made on you. 

bor, onthe prefent occafion, I cannot keep 
filence. ‘Ifee you ftanding on the brink of the 
precipice, ready to tumble in; and fhould be 
an unnatural father, if I did not do what lit- 
tle lies in.my power to fave you. For this rea- 
fon I find myself obliged to command you, as 
your father, and as your king, to conform, 
without delay, to the intentions of his moft 
Chriftian majefty, by leaving his dominions in 
a handfome manner. 

Notwithftanding your leaving me fo mush 
in the dark, in regard to all your concerris, I 
neither fear nor hefitate to lay this injunction 
en you, becaufe, in effeé, 1 only command 
that which, will be equally done whether I 
command it or not. I cannot imagine any cafe 
wherein it might be proper, even for your in- 
terefts, to break thus with the French court. 
As to the reft, to let you fee how tenderly I 
ufe my authority over you, I will not preferibe 
to what place you are to go. You know, as 
well as myfelf, what countries you may fafely 
refide in; and fince you have made fome ob- 
jeétions to the retreat offered you in Sevitaer- 
land, 1am to fuppofe you have another in 
your eye; at leaft as conveniently fituated for 
your afiair, and as agreeable to your country- 
men, 

In fine, my dear Sen, think ferioufly on the

=,ROM Derdy we rode 12 miles, the 
F latter part of them over the defo- 
Jate hills of the Peak, to Matlock baths ; 
much frequented in the midfummer 
months by great numbers of gentry 40 
miles round the country, who come 
either for confumptive or rheumatic 
complaints, drinking the waters being 
found very beneficial in one cafe, and 
bathing in the other. 

The fituation of this place delights 
me far more than I can defcribe.——It 
ftands at the bottom of a mountain, on 
a little a'cent, ina {mall but enchanting 
valley, facing, at about 200 yards dit- 
tance, along range of the moft beauti- 
ful rocks that ever adorned a pro{pect, 
rifing perpendicularly up to an immenfe 
height, and all very richly plumed 
with trees, projeéting over the river 
Derwent, which foams along their feet 
in atorrent, and forms a fcene romantic 
beyond expreilion. We were not fatif- 
fied with viewing its beauty from the 
bottom, but by fetching a large com- 
pafs, rid up the hill, and pafling along 
the top of the clift, had feveral views 
of the river up and down the valley, 
whew the delicate mixture of rocks, 
wood, and water, excelled any thing 
we had ever feen before. Our defign was 
only to breakfait at this place, but we 
foon prevailed ourfelves not only to dine, 
but lie here, and the next morning de- 
parted with great relu€tance. We rode 
along this delightful valley, 12 miles, to 
Chatiworth , a featof the D. of Devon- 
Jeire’s : the houfe is a fine piece of archi- 
tefture, but the gardens and profpect 
from thence appeared bat faint and in 
fipid to us, after thofe wild exquifite 
fcenes that delighted us fo at Matlock. 
Leaving Chat/worth we puriued our 
journey to Byexton bath, which is much 
warmer than Matlock. Next we viiited 
Poal’s-ho!:, fo called from being the re- 
treat of a noted robber of that name. If 
is a fubterraneous cavern, that runs a- 
bout a quarter of a mile under the moit 
defolate mountains of all the Peak of 
Derbs/bire.

there are few travellers who care to 
venture farther, but we were determined 
to fee the end of all, fo following our 
guide, we flid down the rock a little 
way, and then found the dreary cavity 
turned upwards : we followed its courfe, 
and climbing from crag tocrag, afcend- 
ed to a great height, ull the rock clo- 
fing over our heads on all fides, put 
an end to our fubterraneous journey. fart 
as we were turning to defcend, our 
guides defired us a> hack down a chafin 
at our feet, which we did, and faw a 
candle glimmering at a vait depth un- 
derneath. Our guides told us that the 
light was at a place we had paffed near 
Mary Q. of Scots Pillar, and no lefs than 
80 yards below us. I[tappeared fright- 
fully deep, indeed, to look down; but 
could not meafure, I believe, any thin 
like what they told us. We returne 
as we came, and having recovered the 
light of the fun, mounted our hor 
and lay that night at a {mall town calle 
Difey, on theedge of Chefbire. We 
breakfaited next morning at Manchefer, 
and dined at Vigan, and pafling thro’ 
Prefow, were \ead out of our way by 
our guide, fo that, quite loft inthe dark, 
we wandered about all night, and over 
many itrange places, had feveral difa- 
greeable falls with our horfes, but at laft 
arvived fate a Lantasfer, at the dawn of 
aay, 
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“May, held a merry converfation with a 


large party of fair ones, who were re- 
turning home from a groaning,—then 
went quietly to bed, and refted untill 
nine in the morning. When we came 
to Kendal, 16 miles turther, we enquired 
after Windermere-lake, we {oon procured 
a guide, then quitted the high-road, and 
rode 12 miles over fome of the wildeft 
hills in Great-Britain. We came upon 
an high promontory that gave us at 
ance a full view of the bright lake; 
which, {preading itfelf un rus, in the 
midit of the mountains, nted one pg 
of the molt glorious appearances that 
ever ftruck the eye of a traveller with 
tranfport. Itmeatures 11 miles in length, 
and two in breadth, and is faetunted 
an all fides, with rocks, woods, and in- 
clofures. In fome places the crags ap- 
pear through the trees hanging over the 
water, in other places little valleys are C 
feen opening between the hills, through 
which {mall torrents empty themfelves 
into the lake; and, in all places, the 
border quite round fhows itlelf delicate 
and beautiful. In the midft of the lake 
rife feveral iflands covered with trees, 
which greatly adorn the profpect. We 
ftayed here fometime to contemplate D 
this ee fcene, and then defcend- 
ed to a {mall village, but neat, on the 
verge of the lake, where we procured 
nets, hired boats, and {pent the day on 
this delightful water, either in fifhin 

or rowing about from ifland to ifland, 
and place to place, exploring the great ¢ 
variety of beauties which furrounded us 
on all fides. There is one ifland in this 
lake containing 30 acres, with an houfe 
and garden; as it is the largeft, {fo it is 
the moft admired: but we vifited ano- 
ther, which, though much fmaller, is 
greatly more romantic ; it is covered all 
over with trees, and edged all round F 
with rocks ; at one end ri‘es a mount to 

a very confiderable height above water, 
on the top of which is a table and feats, 
cut out of the rock, agreeably fhaded 
with trees. From this enchanting {pot 
we command a large part of the lake ; 
which, together with the country that 
inclofes it, yields a profpe¢t furpafling G 
all that ever attraéted my obfervation. 
Powis-caftie [See p. 357.] does not ex- 
hibit a‘view more amazing, nor winds 
more delicate. “The tran{parent waters 
of the lake extend themfelves many 
miles before us, round which fhade rifes 
above fhade, rock above rock, hil] above 
hill, and mountain above mountain, e- 
ven to the clouds, forming the moit 
ftupendious theatre, prefenting the moit 


fublime fcenes that human fight can 
poflibly make room for.

He muft: therefore have 
been ‘in’a court or area’ below them, 
and confequently the temple will be of 
the fame kind with the antient recy 
or facred enclofures, furrounded only in 
part or altogether with fome cloyitered 
Building. Several palaces and Dou- 
odnas, ‘as they call the courts of juitice 
in thele countries, are built in this fa- 
fhion ;, where, upon their feftivals, a 
great quantity of fand ‘is ftrew’d upon 
the area for the (Pelio-wan) wreftlers 
to fall upon, whilft the roofs of the 
Gloyfters, round’ about, are crowded 
with {peétators. I have often feen feve- 
ral hundreds of people diverted in this 


manner upon the root of the Dey’s pa-: ¢ 


lace at Algiers ; which, like many more 
of the fame quality and denomination, 
hath an advanced cloyfter, madein the 
fafhion of a large pent-houfe, fupported 
only by one or two contiguous pillars 
inthe front, or elfe in the center. In 
fuch open ftructures as thefe, in the 
midft of their guards and counfellors, 
are the Bajbas, Kadees, and other great 
officers aflembled to diltribute jultice, 
and tranfaét the public affairs of their 
provinces. Here likewile they have 
their public entertainments, as the lords 
aiid others of the Phiiiftines had in the 
houfe of Dagon. Upona fuppofition, 
therefore, that in the houfe ot Dagon, 
there wasa cloyflered ftructure of this 
‘kind, the pulling down the front or 
center pillars only which supported it. 
would ‘be attended with the like cata- 
ftrophe that happened to the Phii/ines.

E pleated to accept of the follow- 
B ing Anfwer to the Mechanic's 
doubts in your laft (p. 563).

the magi, or learned philofophers, mem 
of wifdom and charaéter appear’d, who 
had travelled far by the dire@tion of a 
ftar, or new appearance in the heavens 
(to which, probably, the prophecy of 
Baléam might have led them) when 
thefe travellers made enquiry after him 
that was Lorn king or chief of the Fews, 
this ‘alarmed Herod. From what they 
told him, he faw plainly that it was the 
Meffias, or Sent of, God, whom they 
enquired after (as appears by his con- 
vening the prielts, ce. and démanding 
of them, where Cérif fhould be born) 
otherwife, why fhould he talk of wor- 
fhipping him ? The wife men, too, had 
by fome means been perfuaded that this 
child was a peculiar meffenger from 
heaven: for it is not. probable they 
would have travelled {o far to worfhip 
an earthly king. But Herod, tho’ 
a Jew, and, of courfe, in expeétation 
ot this event, as all his nation were ; 
nay, tho” he was convinced that this 
perfon, this Mefliah, was really born, 
from thefe men’s account, yet his am- 
bition had fo far the afcendant, that he 
could not bear the thoughts of a rival 
in power, even in the perion fo long 
expected, and fo earneflly defired by 
his nation ! 

He therefore infifted, that the ftran-

Of the OSTRICH. 


N Ostrica is the largeft of all 
birds, and is from 6 to 8 feet 
high : it has two claws upon each foot, 
one fhorter than the other, the fhorter 
having no nail; the grain of the foot 
is like that of the ‘kin of an elephant, F 
though not fo hard, for it will yield on 
preflure, like the foot of a camel, there 
being feet under it, and by this means 
it treads without noife; above the 
claws the fkin is fealey, and every {cale 
an irregular quadrangie, or pentagon, 
fometimes a hexagon ; upon the breait . 
is an hard, callous, dark fubftance, of an ” 
oval figure, and about 4 inches in 
Jength, and another fomewhat longer, 
but narrower on the os pubis. On thele 
he refts himfelf when he fits, which he 
does on his feet, with his head uprighr, 
and in this polture he is fuppofed to,, 
fleep, his wing not being large enough 
to cover his neck.

Grandville, or Grandville’s Hole. 


HIS extraordinary cavern de- 
ferves an higher among na- 

tura] curiofities than it has yet obtamed, 
notwithftanding the exaggerated 
{criptions of the naturalifts of Perigord, 
and the fabulous ftories which are pro- 
pagated by the populace. The firit 
naming of this place doubdlefs revives in 
our mind all the wonders that you have 
con related of endlefs vaults, the foot- 
fteps of various animals incrufted in the 
rock, and imprinted on the fand, a ri- 
ver which, croffing the paths that lead 
thro’ thefe dreary caverns,{tops the pro- 
grefs of adventurous curiofity, at the 
end of two leagues, and affords only a 
gloomy profpeét of vault within. vault 
on the o soe fhore ; fuch was the ac- 
count which I received of the place, 
improved with many marvellous cir- 
cumftances of aglater invention. ‘The 
minifter of the neareft parifh believed 
the feries of caverns to be infinite, and 
told.us that three of his parifhioners 
were loft among them three days ; and 
that, when they were found, each was 
befeeching the other not to devour him. 


It was reported that fome Engi/bmen © 


had been. loft theref and the guides af- 
firmed that feveral young men, after ha- 
ving wandered from vault to vault eight 
days, were then found alive, and ex- 
pired upon being brought to the mouth 
of the cave. ; 
But, notwithftanding thefe relations, ¢ 
I think a man of courage and obfervati- 
on cannot fail to find his way into any 
part of the cavern, and out of it, as it 
1s at prefent fituated,, without any other 
uide than his own company and lights. 
or does it appear that any change has 
happened by the falling of fragments of

The entrance is very low, and I found 
it very dirty; but this *¥as_at the cloie 
of awetfpring, and immdiately after 
rain. To enter, we were obliged to 
ftoop tothe ground; but, afict a ftep 
or two were relieved from that po“ture, 
and found ourfelves at large: Four 
lighted candles, and now and thena 
whilp of ftraw fet on fire in the moft 
remarkable places, were fufficient to 
difcover.every object, and to guide us 
in fafety over a difficult, flippery, rug- 
ged.and flimy way, which opens into 
the vault.

Our fhoes ftuck to the ground, which 


D grew {till fofter and fofter as we went 


forward. At the end of about 120 pa- 
ces, there are two avenues ; that which 
faces the main walk is a low flat vault, 
the entrance of which is ftopp'd to a- 
bout the height of 2 feet, by a wall of 
clay and ftone, which is inconteftab] 
the work ofa mafon. - Beyond this | 
the vault, or rather the cicling, for it is 
quite flat, continues about 30 paces, and 
is fo very low in fome parts, that there’ 
is no pailing but upon the hands and 
knees. The floor is fmooth, and at the 
end is another crofs wall, almoft of the 
fame height as the firft, but made only 
of clay, which is fo hard throughout 
this cavern, that pillars might be made 
of it.» When we had pafied over this 
wall, we found ourfelves again in the 
large and lofty cave,and this way,which 
firft prefents itfelf, is not only the fhort-

To this road we returned, our plan being 
firft to go to the very fartheft end of aii 
the tra¢ts on the right, and then to do 
the fame by thofe on theleft. We be- 
gan with the road on'the right, which, 
tho’ itis a kind of turning, yet it makes 
but one curve, as the other route falls in

‘This place 
affords but one curiolity, called 7 etron 
de la vieiile, the old woman’s turd, be- 
ing a vat petrification, caufed by drops 
of water falling one after another in the 
very fame place, and with a regularity 
equal to the vibrations of a pendulum.

time which thefe drops keep in théir 
falling,is not more remarkable than their 
ftrange effect; for they, producing a 
rock, directly overthrow the old verfe, 
Gutta cavat lapidem, non vi, fed jepe ca- 
dendo.

This | judge to be 
the middle {pot of thefe immenfe fub- 
terranea: Here ends the main route, 
and with it the raifed vaults; for hence- 
forward we meet with nothing but 
low and flat roofs, like the feparate 
caves already defcribed. Beyond the 
dome, where the water iffues, the great 
cavern is terminated by a floping mole 
of rocks, greenifh, and different trom all 
the others. ——The other route, which 
is low, and anfwers to my foregoing 
account of it, opens on the right, and 
leads to the market.. The ground here, 
though ‘a clay, is not near fo flimy and 
flicky.as the other parts, nor is it en- 
cumber’d with fragments of rocks; but 
when near the market, there’s a hole at 
every ftep, and the fpace between is fo 
narrow and fharp as to be almoft im- 
—- Tradition fays, that thefe 
10les and ruggedneffes are the works of 
beafts, and on this account the place is 
called the market: But what beafts

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not fubdivided ; but after we had made 
aconfiderable progrelS in it; the ciéling 
gradually declined till-we were obliged 
tocrawl on our handsand knees: ‘The 
cieling is very {mooth, and overlaid with 
the foft chalk, but the ground clayey 
and rugged, which made travelling in 
our ftooping pofture very laborjous. 
The guide now called to me that there 
Was no going any further, but I, preju- 
diced with’ the conceit of immente 
caverns, thought at firft that he jefted ;

A footman, by my order, crept in, fix 
paces further, but as we faw plainly 
that the cieling and floor approached to

the flidings of the guide’s wooden 
fhoes, who, while he was expatiating on 
thefe wonders, was itriking his heel 
into the ground for the deception of the 
next virtuofo. ‘The walls and vaults of 
this part are all along decorated with in- 
cruftations of clay-cakes, but not fo 
thick fet, and lined with a white and 
foft chalk, which is very convenient 
for perpetuating an infcription,of which 
there are many very antique. As my 
ambition is of another kind, I only 
took the liberty to enroll in two places, 
among many other illuftrious names, 
that of my renowned ‘countryman No- 
fradamus, with its proper date 1523. 
‘The market is very {pacious, of atuit- 
able height, and its whitenels makes it 
lightfome. In the maidft a_pillar feems 
to fupport it, but this pillar feparates 
two roads.. According to our firit plan,

it is fightly, being an aflemblage of 
niches regularly cutout jp the figure of 
conques.» When I was fure nothing 
which lay before us had efcaped me, 
we return’d .to the pillar, where gur 
guide told us twofeartul ladies ftaid with 
a gentleman, » whilft the intrepid curio- 
fity of others in company carried them 
as far as we had been, but that at their 
return they found the ladies lights ex- 
tinguifh’d. We next itruck into. the 
road on the left of the pillar, which is

to pronounce this to be the end of the 
vault, and that we had ventured farther 
than any former virtuofi. We therefore 
feturned, and now I experienced, the 
folly of exerting our utmoft ftrength ; 
we were quite fatigued, the cragginefs 
way, the confin’d heat of the 
lights, the quick return of our breath, 
the blows which our heads or backs at 
every motion received from thericling, 
heated us to an excellive degree, Our 
company rendezyoufed twice, where 
certain prominences afforded us a feat ; 
but the heat foon rendered thefe places 
untenable, ‘at length we arrived where 
we could ftand ‘upright, and found th 
difereeter part of our caravan who ha 
there waited our return. I was. fur- 
prifed to find, at my coming again into 
the world, that it thundered exceeding- 
dy, as it was what we lealt thought of un- 
8 ground, having leftbehind usa very 
fky., It appeared, however, by 
our watches, that our ftay had been two 
hours: and an: half, which furpriled me 
{till more ; for tho’.I had puriued my 
curiofity with equal eagernefs and de- 
light, yet 1 computed that we had not 
heen under ground Jefs than four hours. 
Such is Granville’s Hole ; perhaps the 
only place of the kind which has been 
faithfully defcribed ; a place. which af- 
fords real wonders dufficient to excite a 
Jearned curiofity, withoat the heighten- 
ing of fabulous and chimerical tradi-

SIR, 
UNderneath I fend you the letter of 
William the Conqueror, commonly 
fo called, toPope Gregory VII. It was 
ublifhed by Baluzius, in his. Mif/cell. 
Vol. vit. Lutet. Parifiorum, 1715, from 
the papers of the famous Andrew dy 
Chefne, and was wrote An. 1076, three 
years after Gregory's election; and, I 
fuppofe, in anfwer to an epiftle of Greg. 
Lib. iv. 4 9 17. referred to in his 
Marg. for I have not Greg. Epift.

expedition into England had been fo- 
lemnly biefs’d by a former Pope: and 
the charaéter of this Pope, otherwife 
known by the name of Hildbrand: for, 
though he was but lately come to the 
popedom, and had not yet fully dif- 
play’d his haughty arrogant {pirit, as 
he afterwards did in his treatment of 
the then Emperor, yet, having been 
employ’d, before his elettion, in fevera] 
public affairs,he was pretty well known. 
So that I look upon this letter as a good 
evidence of Wil/iam's capacity, ail Tee 
folution to maintain the dignity and in- 
dependency of his crown.

La t’other day into the Uni- 
verfal Hiftory, 1 met with a note 
upon the miracle of turning water into 

wine; which [ think very unworth 
a learned writer, viz. ‘‘ The anfwer 
*< ours, and moft other verfions, make 
** our blefled Saviour give his mother, 
“* has given jf offence to all ferious 
“* readers.” On the contrary, fhould 
not mo/t of the verfions, agreeing with 
ours, rather make ferious readers fufpect 
their own judgment? It is not for us 
to prefume that the anfwer is rude, or 
that another might be more pertinent. 
The firft aim of tranflators fhould be 
to find the real meaning of the words, 
and we need not fear but he that fpoke 
them knew what he did, and what he 
defigned, and was beft judge of the 
propriety ; and, whatever our notions 
are, will te ju/tifed in his faying, and 
clear when be is judged.——It is added 
in the fame note (as if the matter were 
quite clear) “‘ The words are well 
** known to be an Hebrai/m, and to 
‘* mean no more than, What is that to 
“‘ you and me?”’ And then weare re- 
ferred to fome parallel places. But 
thofe parallels, and all others where 
that expreffion occurs, are entirely a- 
ainft the annotator: nor is it an He- 
Vale, but pure Greek, amd always 
means in Greek authors as we have tran- 
flated it. And the other thought, 
** What is that tous?” is exprefied 
very differently in both thofe langua- 
ges.——But why muft the anfwer be 
thought rude or impertinent ? Our no- 
tions of things mult be put out of the 
cafe, when we are enquiring into the 
matter of fact, what the anfwer was, 
and what is the meaning of it; and as 
for Blackwall’s note upon the word yw, 
I think it trifling. The offence taken at 
the paflage in queftion, feems to me to 
rife from the eo manner of fpeak- 
ing of the Blefied Virgin, which has 
fo prepoffeffed our minds, that wefeem 
to think her fome great lady, although 
really but a carpenter’s wife, and a per- 
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fect ftranger to all the pompous lan- G 


uage in which4he has been fince ad- 
refled.——The extravagance of the 
Papifts, with regard to her, is fo ab- 
furd and ridiculous, that I cannot think 
any thing that relates to it indifferent.

be of great u/e.in geography, navigati- 
on, military affairs, and many other arts 
for - inftantancous intercourfes between 
diftant nations, ec.’ But I muit beg 
leave to obferve § this gentleman’s me- 
thod of finding the perpendicular height 
of a Sky-rocket will (1 think) be f{carce 
exact enough, by reafon of its curvity 
whilft rifing, as fometimes inclining one 
way, and fometimes another, which 
renders the inclination not vifible to a 
{fpectator below, with other inconveni- 
encies to which this method may be 
liable: Therefore I beg leave to fub- 
ftitute the’ following, preiuming its 
height may be known with greater cer- 
tainty, confequently lefs liable to error. 

Let two oblervers, whofe diftance 
from each other is known, take the 
angle of extream altitude of the fame 
Rocket; as alfo, at the fame time, let 
one, or both, take the arch of the hori- 
zon comprehended between his affift- 
ant, and that point in which a perpendi- 
cular let fall from the Rocket when 
higheft, cuts the horizon, from whence 
(as that gentleman has already rightly 
obferved) the Rocket’s height may be 
found by common jtrigonometry.
